TO SEEK EXPANDED 
USES FOR WHEAT 


More than a million dollars will 
be spent in 1940 for research into 
finding new industrial uses for wheat 
according) to a report made to the 
North West Grain Dealérs’ Associa- 
tion, said G. W. P. Heffelfinger 
president of the Association. 

Acting on behalf or tre Line Coun- 
try Elevators, Ceci] Lamont hag just 
returned from visiting the research 
division of the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture at ‘Washington. 
and the Ford research laboratories at 
Detroit. The purpose of the visit 
was to observe the progress achieved 
and plans being made for research 
into finding new uses for wheat and 


-other farm products following pre- 


liminary survey which he made a 
year ago. 

In reporting to the association Mr. 
Lamont said that experiments are 
now proceeding in the Ford labora- 
tories for the manufacture of syn 
thetic wool from proteins derived 
from the wheat kernel A synthetic 
wool which is more resilent than wool 
itself had been produced in the Ford 
laboratories from Soya bean proteins. 
If the plans are successful wheat 
will be the base used in making the 
velour seats for cars, and its use -will 
be extended generally into the mak- 
ing of various velours and cloths, A 
new pre-forming process is being 
used for making plastic tractor seats 
from wheat straw, Initia} experi 
ments of the chemists give promise 
of success. 

Officials of the United States de- 
partment of agriculture furnished the 
Line Elevator Companies’ representa- 
tive with their plans for research in- 
to finding industrial uses for wheat. 
Research projects include doubling 
the present extraction of power al- 
cohol from wheat and development 
of new types of motors to be oper- 
ated by either liquid or powdered 
fuel derived from wheat, corn and 
agricultural wastes. These experi- 
ments will be carried out in the re- 
search laboratory now fheing built 
at Peoria, Illinois, at a cost of $1,- 
800,000. The Peoria laboratory which 
will be in operation in. July 1940, is 
one of four similar research divis- 
ions under erection by the United 
States government. Each labora- 
tory has been appropriated $1,000,- 
000 for research into finding indus- 
trial uses for gurplus agricultural

If it is possible to do so without interfering with this country’s war 
activities, every effort should be made to complete the construction of the 
Trans-Canada highway without any further delay. The work has been in 
progress for a good many years now and it is high time that Halifax and 
Vancouver be connected by road on the Canadian side of the international 
boundary. 


With the completion of the Big Bend section in British Columbia in 


the rough this year and with prospect of this 160 mile strip being surfaced | 


in the spring the great all-Canadian transcontinental highway will be 
traversable from the Atlantic to the Pacific in the summer of 1940 except 
for a 160-mile gap in Northern Ontario. 

The uncompleted stretch of 160 miles in Northern Ontario lies between 
Schreiber and Port Mamainse, both on the north shore of Lake Superior, 
or further north on an alternative route a gap of 120 miles connecting 
Geraldton and Hearst, if bridged, would give a through route across the 
continent entirely within the boundaries of Canada. 
ever, lie in wilderness country with rock to be blasted and trees to be 
removed. 

In view of the nature of the country north of Lake Superior, road con- 
struction is not an easy task and is comparatively expensive because of 
the amount of rock to be -blasted, but the work is not by any means in- 
surmountable, if supplies and labor are available. Until this work is done, 
however, east and west might as well be separated by 1,000 miles as by 
160, insofar as road traffic is concerned.

Undoubfdly, Canada in 1940, will capture a good share of this extra 
holiday traffic, whether the Trans-Canada highway is completed or not, and 
particularly in this likely to be true in the east, but unless and until the 
north Ontario gap is completed, Western Canada will derive comparatively 
little benefit from it and will be deprived of additional Eastern Canadian 
traffic which undotbtedly would be offering were a through highway be- 
tween east and west made available on Canadian soil. 

The glamour of travel in another country to the north beckons large 
numbers of Americans with the means and the time to devote to it. The 
prospett of visiting and touring a neighboring country at war and yet do se 
in perfect safety will be an additional lure to many residents of the United 
States, and every effort should be made to capitalize on these natural de- 
sires. But the desired result cannot be achieved to anything like its maxi- 
mum possibility until Canada can offer its guests a completed trans-con- 
tinental thoroughfare, and one in good condition,

A Further Incentive 


It was recently announced by the Department of Transport in Ottawa 
that “Despite the outbreak of war in Europe, tourist travel from the United 
States to Canada will not be hindered, nor will the present regulations be 
affected “which means that although this country is a belligerent, no new 
restrictions have been imposed or are likely to be imposed on the personal 
entry of tourists from the United States into Canada. 

It was further pointed out that “Citizens of enemy countries will, na- 
turally, be subject to restrictions but these will not affect the movement of 
tourists from friendly or neutral countries, who will continue to be wel- 
comed as they have been in the past. In addition, special provision has 
been made to avoid inconvenience to tourists from the United States or 
abroad in the regulations of the Foreign Exchange Control Board.” 

In other words, American tourists will be able to take full advantage 
of the premium enjoyed by United States currency when expressed in 
Canadian dollars and this is an additional incentive to Americans to spend 
their holidays in this country. 

‘While the steps taken by the government to prevent embarrassment 
to Canadian tourists are negative it requires positive action in the com- 
pletion of the Trans-Canada highway if ths country is to take full advant- 
age ‘of the opportunity offered by a continued war in Europe.

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“Keep Tab On Coal 


Canadian Coal And Coke Industry 
Will Be Subject To Govern- 
ment Licensing 


The entire Canadian coal and coke 
industry will be subject to gov- 
ernment licensing Dec. 1, it was an- 
nounced by the wartime prices and 
trade board under the chairmanship 
of Hector B. McKinnon. 

No company or individual will be! 
permitted to operate without a 
license, with the order applying to 
manufacturers, importers, exporters, 
producers, jobbers, wholesalers and | 
| retailers of coal and coke, which in- 
cludes all types of coal, including 
lignite, and all cokes, including those 
manufactured from petroleum. 

The licensing plan will be admin- 
istered by J. McB. Stewart, Canadian | 
coal administrator, and his technical 
advisor, Frank G. Neate. 

The license system has_ been} 
adopted “to keep the government 
| adequately informed of the situation 
surrounding the production, importa- 
tion and distribution of coal; to ab- 
sure an adequate distribution of | 
coal; and to protect the public 
}against any undue advance in price,” 
the announcement said. 

“While there is presently avail- 
able in Canada more anthracite than 
at any time/during the last decade, 
the licensing plan will make available 
|to the coal administrator informa- 
tion from which it will be possible 
|accurately to determine and to ar-| 
range for the maintenance of these 
supplies,” the board stated. 

“From Dec. 1, coal and coke deal- 
ers, importers and exporters and 
producers will all report to the ad- 
ministrator the amount of coal and 
coke on hand or in transit; the 
quantities sold or distributed each 
month; the prices charged, and any 
further information which the board 
may require.” 

Latest figures showed dominion 
coal production was stepped up in 
September, the output reaching 1,- 
344,972 tons compared with 1,117,- 
269 in September, 1938. Coal im- 
ports totalled 1,744,468 tons com- 
pared with 1,559,285, while exports 
amounted to 42,883 tons against 30,- 


Coal made available for consump- 
tion in Canada in September was 
estimated at 3,046,557 tons, compared 
with 2,646,542 last year.

Wanted Government To Accept Three 
Pigs As War Offering 

I am enclosing a letter from a 
Kenya native which you may con- 
sider worth publishing. It is a 
charming—and not unusual—exam- 
ple of loyalty. The letter, which 
was addressed to the District Com- 
missioner, South Nyeri, was first 
published in the native paper which 
we are issuing now in order that the 
natives shall know exactly what is 
going on in Europe:

I would give up my life for our King- 
dom to remain just to us as it has 
forever.

The success of a U-hoat in pene- 

trating the defences of Scapa Flow 

and torpedoing the Royal Oak was 


certainly a shock to the Navy. Five; 


attempts were made by U-boats to 
penetrate the defences of Scapa 
Flow between 1914 and 1918, and all 
of them failed. Three submarines 
were destroyed in these attempts, 
one in most dramatic circumstances. 
U-B 116, with a volunteer crew of 
officers, set out at the end of the 
war with the mission of sinking the 
Grand Fleet flagship. They did not 
know. that the fleet was down at

U-B 116 crept along the channel in 
Hoxa Sound without opposition.

was over a field of mines that could

“Home from Home,” at 34 Bed- 
ford Place, ‘open house” for the 
Princess Pats, run by the beloved 
Jenny Morris and her mother, en- 
tertained more than 90,000 soldiers 
throughout the duration. The latch- 
string was always out for the weary 
soldier who wanted to “clean up” or 


| have a bed for a night. 


Lady Astor’s London house, 4 St. 
James’ Square, saw many Canadian 
soldiers, war relief workers, nurses 
and surgeons within its doors. 
upstairs ballrooms were filled with 
cots where dozens of soldiers were 
tucked in cosily of a night. More 
vivid memories recall the Canadian 
hospital on the Cliveden estate, the 
Astors’ country home. Chatty con- 
versations with the Cliveden chate- 
laine who “joshed” with the boys 
daily were highlights of the soldier's 
sick term.

The First Percusston Cap 


| Was Produced By Scotch Clergyman 
To Use When Hunting 

A memorial of unique character to 
a clergyman has been mounted in 
the small parish church of Belhelvie, 
Aberdeenshire, Scotland.

The Reverend Dr. Forsyth ex- 
perimented with the new explosive 
|powder and devised the percussion 
cap so that he might use it when 
he went shooting. A few years later 
his cap was adopted by the British 
army. Local records reveal that 
Dr. Forsyth received an offer for his

Engineering Developments 
Aid The Driver 

That day has slipped into the re- 
mote past when highway safety was 
mainly a matter of traffic regulation. 
The engineering developments which 
have been made in all efforts to build 
safety into automobiles are so num- 
erous that an ordinary motorist can- 
not name more than a few of them 
from observation. 

Study of the “fatigue” of metals 
has led to the making of parts not 
likely to give way to shock. “Steer- 
ing geometry” has guided engineers 
in designing apparatus to work eas- 
ily and surely on curves, hiils and 
the straight-away. Vibration has 
been reduced to prevent tiring of the 
driver, Even such a detail as the 
spacing of spokes 
wheel has been improved to give a 
clearer view of the instrument board. 

Most comforting is the thought 
that all this has beén done without 
requiring more technical knowledge 
in drivers who don’t wish to think of 
engineering. The human element,
